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REMARKS 

Response to Notice of Allowance Under Ex Parte Quayle 

Currently claims 1-20 are allowed, with claim 21 withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
The Examiner has objected to the specification as including an embedded hyperlink 
and/or other form of browser executable code, and as not properly designating 
trademarks such as VISUAL BASIC™. 

The claims are amended to cancel non-elected claim 21. The amendments to 
paragraphs 0003, 0041, and 0042 of the specification correct typographical errors. The 
amendment to paragraphs 0075 and 01 12 correct improper reference citations. Paragraph 
0158 is amended to remove the embedded hyperlink as requested by the Examiner. 
Other amendments to the specification are made so as to correctly designate trademarks 
as requested by the Examiner. Support for the amendments is found in the original 
specification and claims. Accordingly, no new matter is added. 

Interview Summary 

Applicant's attorney spoke with the Examiner on January 21, 2005 and January 
25, 2005. Items discussed were the amendments made to the specification to remove the 
embedded hyperlink and to correctly designate the use of trademarks. Also discussed 
was the submission of a supplemental IDS. The Examiner requested that the IDS be 
hand-delivered. In a third interview held on February 15, 2005, Applicant's attorney was 
informed by the Examiner that the supplemental IDS filed on January 26, 2005, had been 
entered. 

Supplemental IDS 

Applicant requests that the references submitted as a supplemental IDS on 
January 26, 2005, be included on the face of the patent as having been considered by the 
Examiner.
